Watch For Mildew 
On Furnishings

During hot, humid weather, 
keep on the lookout for mildew 
in your home. And if you find 
it, don't be alarmed, says Miss 
Mary Todd, Demonstration A- 
gent, Mildew can be removed — 
provided you don’t wait until 
the stain is embedded. 

First, remove and brush mil- 
jdewed furnishings. Do this out- 
of-doors, if-you can, to prevent 
scattering the spores through- 
the the house.

Are They Doing to Our Mother 
Tongue?” in the summer issue 
of the Stetson Letter; Freeman 
spells out his contempt 
Webster's new Third Interna- 
tional Dictionary because it no 
longer shows spelling and pro- 
nounciation preferences and 
because it substitutes popular 
usage for scholarly authority. 

“English Composition” is now 
called “Communications” by 
college catalogs, Freeman states 
and courses once called simply. 
"are now called 
“Communication for Business.” 
In short, everybody's contort- 
ing the simplest terms. 

The last straw is Webster's 
dictionary. Whereas the Second 
Edition of Webster's used to 
tell how to spell, pronounce, and 
understand the word looked up, 
the new edition supplants scho- 
larly authority with democratic 
usage, says Freeman. “Today 
apparently, you can't be sure 
about a word until it has been 
subjected to a phonetic, seman- 


tic, and syntactical Gallup poll” |
